remaining data,.said elecnonics module is a special-purpose micro-controller widi embedded EEPROM, and the micro controher 
is used to control calculation and access operations of ink remaining in the ink cartridge to improve the maxinnum of ink volume 
of the ink cartridge for use with the ink-jet printers (see the whole document), and die additional technical features of claims 
2,7 , 1 4 have also been disclosed by the document £P 1 004447A2. 

2:The dependent claims 3-5,12 do not contain any features which, in combination with die features of any claim to whidi ' 
they refer.would meet the inventive requirtments of Art 33(3) PCT, since die additional features of claims 3-5^1 2 are only some 
of several obvious possibilities among which a person skilled in the art would select,acconling to the circumstances. 

3. The solution proposed in claims 8-1 1 is considered to be novel and inventive, because neidier EP1004447A2 nor the 
other available documents render the program design obvious.
